Washington, Nov, 4.—The senate to 
day officially censured Senator Hiram 
Bingham, republican, Connecticut, for 
employing secretly an agent of 
the 
Connecticut M anufacturers’ 
Associa 
tiori to assist him in connection with 
the pending tariff bill 
This action was taken when the sen 
ate adopted the censure resolution of 
Senator Norris, republican, Nebraska, 
by a vote of 54 to 22 
Asked after the Vote if he intended 
to resign, Bingham replied: 
“I certainly am not.” 
He declined to comment upon the 
action of the senate. 
The resolution does not call for the 
resignation of Bingham nor for any 
other action but is only an expression 
of the sense of the senate 
The resolution adopted as the pack 
ed chamber sat in solemn silence ex 
pressed the sentiment of the senate 
that the employment 
bringing 
the 
agent, Charles L. Eyanson, into the 
secret meetings of the senate finance 
committee when it was writing 
the 
tariff bill “is contrary to good moral 
and senatorial ethics and 
tends 
to 
bring the senate into 
dishonor 
and 
disrepute.” 
Norris accepted a modi­ 
fication stating the employment was 
not the result of corrupt motives on 
Bingham ’s part. 
Before the vote Bingham denied the 
accusations of the resolution in detail 
and in turn, charged that no criticism 
had been directed 
against 
senators 
who hire members of their families as 
clerks of the government. He pointed 
by inference to a case of the employ 
.m ent of a wife of a chief clerk “who 
herself does nothing directly for the 
government but indirectly serves the 
>. senator and his constituent^ by help­ 
ing to keep her husband 
well 
and 
happy and enabling him to give bet­ 
ter service to the senator and his con 
stituents.” 
As finally modified and adopted the 
Norris resolution read as follows: 
“Resolved, that the action 
of 
the 
senator from Connecticut, Mr. Bing 
ham, in placing Mr. Charles L. Eyan­ 
son upon the official rolls of the sen­ 
ate and his use by Senator Bingham 
at the time and in the manner set 
forth in the report of the sub-commit 
tee of the committee of the judiciary, 
while not the results of corrupt mo­ 
tives on the part of the senator from 
Connecticut, is contrary to good mor 
als and senatorial ethics and tends to 
bring the senate into dishonor and 
disrepute, and such conduct is hereby 
condemned.” 
Twenty-two republicans voted with 
32 democrats to adopt the Norris reso­ 
lution. 
The 22 votes against the reso­ 
lution were all cast by republicans.

Weatherford, Texas, Nov. 4.—CUP)— 
Farm people crowded into W eather­ 
ford court house today, 
drawn by 
curiosity over what move the district 
attorney, Edward Thomerson, would 
make in rebuttal of the completed de­ 
fense of Judge R. H. Hamilton. 
Court had recessed for the week­ 
end after the judge himself left the 
stand where he had told of his rela­ 
tions with the boy who secretly be­ 
came his son-in-law. 
Judge Hamilton 
finished by describing a struggle with 
Tom Walton over possession of the 
judge’s pistol and telling how the boy 
was killed, and how he .was arrested 
and charged with murder. 
Then the defense rested. Thomerson 
was expected ta complete the rebutted 
by tonight or early Tuesday and then 
final arguments are to begin. 
The trial began a week ago today. 
The indictment accused Judge Hamil­ 
ton, prominent in the state, of slaying 
Tom Walton, Jr., his young 
daugh­ 
ter’s clandestine husband, son of a 
woman who ran a small hotel. 
It was said the boy went 
to 
the 
judge’s office to inform him of his 
marriage to Theresa and that he went 
on advice of his mother, who did not 
belong to the judge’s social sphere. 
Thomerson called witnesses in 
an 
attempt to show Hamilton bought bul­ 
lets for his revolver some days before 
the shooting and that the boy went to 
him unwarned. 
He tried to prove 
Tom Walton was shot 
through 
the 
back. He did not touch on the boy’s 
motive for going to the office in his 
opening of the prosecution. 
It was 
said here he probably would do so in 
rebuttal. 
The defense then took the case and 
through most of the week called many 
witnesses. 
Judge Hamilton shed tears while a 
Baylor professor told of him as a 
student and vouched for his character. 
It was the only point in the trial when 
he seemed to lose his self-possession. 
The interest of the spectators rose 
to its greatest height in the testimony 
of half a dozen co-ed friends of Ther­ 
esa 
who 
had 
know n 
the 
judge’s 
daughter and Tom Walton at Texas 
University. 
They testified Tom had 
told them he “would put the judge out 
the way if he interfered with him 
and Theresa.” 
Then Mrs. Hamilton was called and 
identified letters she had written 
to 
Hamilton while she was 
at 
Austin 
with Theresa and letters she had sent 
her husband which had been written 
Theresa by Tom. 
Judge Hamilton read excerpts from 
these in which the boy spoke of his 
love for Theresa. 
He read letters in 
which Mrs. Hamilton 
warned 
him 
that the boy was threatening his life. 
Then he told of May 4 when Tom 
came to his office. 
The boy had one 
hand in his coat pocket, Judge Ham­ 
ilton said, and the judge armed him­ 
self. 
There was a struggle. 
I knew from the moment the boy 
grabbed the gun,” 
Judge 
Hamilton 
testified, “that one of us would be 
killed. 
I was the stronger of the two 
as the results show. So he was killed.’’

The St. Jam es’ brief message that 
the explorers were safe on the island 
in the Arctic ocean brought to an end 
one of the greatest hunts ever staged 
in the far north 
Three days after McAlpine and his 
companions were swallowed up in the 


while in search of fabulous copper 
fields, the search for them began, and 
at. one time or another virtually every 
well known Canadian aviator lent his 
aid 
Indian and Eskimo 
mushers 
and 
trailers, trappers, traders and guides 
all joined in the search which ended 
today at last in victory. 
The McAlpine party, in 
two 
air- 
planes, left Baker lake, 300 miles in­ 
land from the’Hudson Bay on the af­ 
ternoon of September 8, for a short 
hop to Beverley Lake where, gas and 
a supply cache bad been established. 
The pilots steered their craft along 
Western 
river 
which 
empties 
into 
Bathurst Inlet but apparently were 
thrown off their course by snowstorms, 
overshot their mark, and decided to 
fly on to Victoria inlet 
where 
the 
Hudson Bay Company 
maintains 
a 
trading post. 
It was indicated that the party had 
found an ample food supply at Vic­ 
toria and had suffered no unusual pri­ 
vations. 
The St. James reached Cambridge 
Bay on its mission of delivering sup­ 
plies to the far northern posts and is 
likely to remain there with the ex­ 
ploration party until spring. 
The St. James apparently found the 
McAlpine party during its regular call 
with supplies at the far northern post. 
Attention of the north now turns to 
the fate of William Spence and Roy 
Brown, two intrepid pilots, 
who 
In 
their attempts to find McAlpine, them­ 
selves became lost. 
Spence and Brown, with two other 
pilots left Bathurst 
inlet 
nearly 
a 
fortnight ago to cruise over Corona­ 
tion Gulf in the Arctic in search of 
the lost explorers and have not since 
been heard from.

Granke, and two persons charged with 
ai son near Mins.

Washington, Nov. 4.—No trace of a 
social lobby has been found by the 
special agents for the senate lobby In 
vestigatlng committee and the com 
mittee has decided not to go into that 
oft reported but never discerned fac­ 
tor In the making of legislation, Com­ 
mittee Chairman Caraway announced 
today.

Charges have been made repeatedly

Influence over some senators or repre­ 
sentatives by the distribution of social 
favors. 
The inferences of such a lob­ 
by date back to the Jacksonian ad­ 
ministration when the president's cab­ 
inet was wrecked by the refusal of 
cabinet wives to accept Mrs. Peggy 
Eaton, and those believe it still exists 
hark 
to 
the 
Grant 
administration 
when Rate Chase Sprague, wife of the 
senator, exerted such 
an 
influence 
upon public events. 
Of late years there have been no 
such concrete public examples except 
perhaps the recent hint 
of 
Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart, republican, 
of 
Iowa, concerning a mysterious dinner 
at a local hotel here several years 
ago, at which he contends liquor was 
served. 
There were no ladies present 
and 
Brookhart has said only that it was 
given “by a Wall Street man named 
Fahey” to new 
senators 
and 
that 
liquor was served to senators in hip 
flasks. 
He will go before the grand 
Jury here Wednesday and 
has 
an­ 
nounced he will tell all the facts to 
the jury. 
With Brookhart on the warpath and 
an alleged bootlegger 
arrested 
last 
week on the steps of the senate office 
building, senators are getting skittish 
over the mere mention of liquor. 
A humorously inclined senator sev­ 
eral days ago put an old fashioned 
wooden cocktail mixer in the desk of 
one of the prominent dry leaders in 
the senate chamber. 
Fearful of the 
publicity which might attend if It was 
found in his possession during 
this 
harrowing era, the dry leader slipped 
It into the desk of another senator, 
who In turn, passed it on. 
Fully six 
senators suffered mental 
torture 
by 
this hoax before one, deciding the Joke 
had gone far enough, wrapped the 
unwelcome implement in a newspaper 
and carried it away,

IS ST. PETER LAWYER AND 
FORMER STATE SENATOR, 
SERVING 3 TERMS 


APPOINTMENT RECEIVED WITH 
SURPRISE 
IN 
POLITICAL 
CIRCLES IN ST. PAUL 
St. Paul, Nov. 4.—-(U.P)—Henry Ben­ 
son, St. Peter lawyer and former state 
senator, today was appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Theodore Christianson as Min­ 
nesota attorney-general to succeed G. 
A. Youngquist. 
With the appointment of 
Benson, 
Youngquist’s resignation to take up 
his new position as assistant United 
States attorney general In charge of 
prohibition waa expected within a few 
days. 
Youngquist was named by 
President Hoover last Friday to suc­ 
ceed Mrs. Mabel Walker Wtliebrandt 
in his new post. 
Benson’s appointment was reeelved 
with surprise in political circles here. 
His name was not mentioned In the 
gossip that predicted the probable ap­ 
pointment of Charlet Phillips, Younk- 
quist's 
assistant, 
Willis Norton of 
Minneapolis, administration floor lead­ 
er in the house of representatives, or 
Major Charles Loring of Crookston, 
former law partner of Youngquist. 
Benson was recognised for the past 
15 years as a power in state politics 
and was regarded as a possible candi­ 
date for the republican nomination as 
governor in the next election. 
Ha 
served three terms In the state senate 
and was city attorney of St. Peter tor 
12 years.
